SHOT THROUGH THB HBABT. 


fealousy Causes the Murder of a 


Respected Colored Citizen. 


George Robinson the Victim-Griffin in 


Jail— Pull Particulars of the"KUlicg 


Prom Mortdaiifi Dcetlv. 


George Robinson, a well-known and 


ndustrious colored 
citizen, was shot 


hrough the heart in fiont of postoffioe 
slock, Sunday night, at a few minutes 
past nine o'clock, by a coal black negro 
named Harry Griffin, who has bee i on 
duty at Singleton's barber shop for some 
months. After receiving his death wound 
iobinson ran around the drag store Or- 
ner.and north the length of the building, 
where he staggered, whirled about twice 
and fell m the mud off the alley crossing, 
crying out his last words as he fell: 


"on, PBIOE !" 


The cause of the murder was unquea- 


;ionably that of jealousy, as it is alleged 
ihat Griffin had been unduly familiar 
with the wife of the deceased. It appears 
ihat Bobinson and Griffin had frequently 
lad words about the trouble between 
,hem, and only a short time ago Robin- 
son told his assassin that he must stay 
away from bis place and let Ms wife alo e. 
Liast Monday Griffin visited Robinson's 
lome and shot the letter's dog, at which 
itne he had words with Mrs. Robinson.

The two men met after the meeting at 


;he A. M. E. Church had been dismissed 
.ast night, Robinson was with his wife 
coming up Main street, when, cne witness 
says, Griffin came along and spoke insult- 
ingly to Kobinson's wife. At once Robin- 
son struck Griffin, when a commotion en- 
sued, during which Mr, William Price, a 
venerable colored gentleman, attracted 
by the pleading cries of Mra. Robinson, 
came up and took George by the arm. 
As Price eamo up, he says he saw Griffin 
running back towaid the church; Mr. 
Price walked along with Robinson and 
lis wife until thoy eanje to the corner at, 
[mbodon s meat market, when he looked 
back and saw Griffin coming at a rapid 
pace. Mr. Price called out to those be- 
hind to keep Griffin back. At the corner, 
at Armstrong's drug store Robinson stop* 
ped and sniri he wanted to go and see a 
justice and pay his fine for striking 
Griffin, but, he was induced to go on 
up Merchant street. 
Passing along, 


Mr. Price says he heard the sound 
of footsteps on the stone pavement, aud 
as he looked back he saw Griffin coming 
quickly. On his left arm he carried his 
gum overcoat, and in his right hand 
gleamed the barrel of a revolver in the 
lamp-light. By the time Price, Robinson 
and his wife bad reached the pavement 
in front of postoffice block, near the east 
side of John Irwin's drinking fountain, 
Griffin came up and inquired, "Who 
struck me?" and then he reached for 
Robinson who was cloiae to Price. Price 
put Robinson behind him, supposing that 
he would run and get around the corner, 
but he did not, and Griffin reached over 
Price's shoulder and fired, the first shot 
going through Robinson's breas't over the 
heart Robinson then broke away and 
ran, and as lie ran Mr. Price says he heard 
two other shots, but who fired the third 
one he couldn't state. Robinson cried 
"Police1 murder! murder!" as he ran and 
fell near the alley. Price was with him 
when be fell and heard his last words 
"Oh Price!" 
The first white man to ar- 


rive was W. E. Dockson, the painter, who 
had one shoe off. Then Officer Reynolds 
and Merchant Policeman Wilkinson came 
besides a great number of people. The 
body was carried into Irwin & Priest's 
drug store, where Robi nson died in a few 
minutes. Griffin was taken in custody by 
Reynolds and Wilkinson, and lodged in 
the county jail. The pistol with which 
he did the shooting, a 5-barrel, 32-calibre 
revolver, was given by Griffin to Reynolds 
It had two empty chambers. 


THE INQUEST. 


Coroner Bendure took charge of the 


body of Robinson and removed it to J. B 
Bullard's undertaking room, where the 
inquest was held this forenoon. The 
jurymen selected are all colored citizens. 
They are Messrs. James Hollinger, HUB 
ton Singleton, Stanton Fields, John 
Williamson, George Robinson and Marcus 
Cluke. The room was pretty well fillec 
with witnesses and officers. State's Attor- 
ney Johns was in attendance in the inter- 
est ot the People,- and Judge Nelson, who 
represents the prisoner, was also present 
Grffin was brought to the room from the 
jail, and was guarded by Sheriff Foster 
and Deputy Mauzy. 'The principal wit- 
ness of. the assassination was William 
Price. Below is his h»timony in full: 


WruiiiAM PRICE testified: Knew the 


deceased. I went to church last nighl 
and left the church with the deceased and 
his wife; got some distance behind them, 
and when they arrived near Mr. Post" s, 
on South Main street, I heard someShing 
like a lick and heard a woman cry c"it I 
hastened forward andL caught hold e-* his 
wire. She said to me. Will yon help me 
for the Lord's sake take George home? I 
stepped up to George. I asked, What's 
the trouble? He said that low-Jived pup 
had abused his wife. Griffin was behind, 
came running np and asked who struci 
him. We walked on to Imboden's meat 
market and there Griffin parted with us. 
We three and a little boy went on togeth- 
er till we got to Cole's drug store. I heard 
some one running at that point and then 
saw Griffin running toward us from the 
south on the east Bide of Merchant street. 


le had a revolver in his right Jiand trad 
a gum coat on his left arm. When he 
;ot to Cole's drug slore Griffiu said: 
1 Where's the man that done the shoot- 
rig?" There hud been no shooting at that 
time. Robmson answered: " I om the 
man that done the hitting." Griffin then 
said: "I want to speak to you one min- 
ute " He had his pistol in his rytht-hand 
at his side. I pushed Robinson behind 
me, and just at that time he reached liis 
ight hand over my neck and shot him. 
iobiuson placed his hand on his breast 
and turned his back and ran. Griffin then 
immediately fifed again. Robinson ran 
west on the north side ,of Prairie street, 
ind fell at the north end of Irwin & 
Priest's drug store, near the alley. I 
leard three shots. The two first wore 
ired near me by Griffin. I am not sure 
who fired the last, but mv impression is 
.hat Griffin fired the last one. 


MBS. AMOK ROBINSON, wife of the de- 


ceased testified: Knew'of trouble between 
Robinson and Griffin; saw Griffin at the 
ohnroh last night; my husband struck 
Jriffia near M. P. Murphey's residence; 
•bey bad no words; don't know why my 
msband struck Griffin; supposed he had 
a grudge against him; my husband struck 
Griffin with bis walking stick. Myself, 
my husband, my son and Mr. Price then 
came on up town, and I didn't see GriEfin 
again until near Cole's drug store; ho 
vos coming fast; I said to my husband: 
'Oh, George, Griffin's incoming." Geor ge 
said, "Let him come. 
I threw np my 


handkerchief in my hand aud said, "Don't 
shoot here; don't shoot." Griffin said, "I 
want to speak to that man who struck 
me." Then Griffin fired; couldn't e,ay 
low far the men were apart when shot 
was fired I was nearest Griffin wben he 
Ired; was about six feet from Griffin; do 
not know whether Griffin reached over 
Price's shoulder when he fired; I scream- 
ed for help when shot was fited; I ran to- 
ward Cole's drug store; I saw two white 
men; heard three shots fired, and he 
^Griffin) fired each one of them. Didn't 
iee a revolver in my husband's band. 
3aw pistol in Griffin's hand; didn't hoar 
George say anything in answer to Griffin's 
declaration, "1 want to see that man that 
struck mei" In answer to questions pat 
by jurymen, witness utated that after re- 
turning to the side of her husband as he 
lay upon the ground, Griffin held up pis- 
tol; I said: "You have killed my hns- 
band." He eaid: "Yes, d—n him; I have 
killed him." Last Tuesday morning 
Griffin met me near the Masonic Temple 
and abused me. He said he didn't want 
me to talk about him going to ths peni- 
tentiary; I said, "Go nway,,I don't want 
to hear nothing what you say." I starred 
away, and he picked up two small clods 
and said he was going to hit me with 
them. I picked up a piece of bottle, and 
I said I was going to hit him with it. He 
followed me, muttering, and said, "God 
d—n you, I'll kill you." I went on to She 
mound; told my husband what had hap- 
pened; did not see Griffin afterward. 
George said, "That's all right," when I 
told him what Griffin had said to me. 


W. H. PATTEBSON testified that he was 


standing in first stairway east of the cor- 
ner when the shooting occurred. He 
heard three shots. Thought the first 
came from the east, as he thought be 
heard the bullet whiz by him, which 
caused him to step back. Heard anotlier 
shot, and then a man ran by him to the 
corner. Saw this man turn part way 
around and fire eastward, and then go 
north on the sidewalk past the corner. 
Witness afterward saw Griffin who said 
that he had killed Robinson. 


Burt J. Hardy testified that he knew 


Robinson and Griffin. Heard three shots 
fired and heard screams of a woman. 
Didn't see shooting. 


Harry P. Miller, candy merchant, testi- 


tifipd that be was in front of Heury 
Lyon's grocery store when the shooting 
occurred. Didn't see Griffin pass -me. 
Snw two colored men, one Robert Rogan 
and another pass by. Aa soon as I heard 
shooting I rau toward the scene. Heard 
three shots fired, the first a light one, and 
the others heavier. Don't know who fired 
the shots. I heard no exclamation prior 
or during the shooting. 


Robert Wilkinson, merchant policeman, 


testified: Was m front of opera blocl 
when I he'ard shooting. 
Came aronnfi 


to the place, and was told to arrest Griffin, 
and Officer Reynolds and I took him to 
jail. 
He made no resistance. Griffin 


told me that he was first struck by Robin 
son, whom he did not know was behino 
him. Griffin said he shot Robinson. 


Officer Reynolds, who took Griffin in 


custody, testified: Saw; Griffin standing 
in front of Irwin & Priest's drug store 
Asked him if be did the shooting. He 
said, "I did, and hern is the revolver.' 
The witness described the condition o: 
the revolver wben be received it. 


MABODS CI/OKE testified: Did not see 


shooting; I found Robinson's X L No. i 
revolver near Mr. Priest's side track, near 
the drug store, in the street where the 
track goes into the lot. 


HAY.DEN 
MY.EB, o painter, testified 


Heard three shots fired; beard Griffin say 
he shot Robinson; heard a woman cr? 
out, "Oh, you have killed my husband." 


At 12:30 an adjournment was taken un- 


til this afternoon, when the testimony of 
several other parties who witnessed the 
affray was heard. It corroborated the 
main points given by other witnesses, 


At the hour of going to press the jury 


had not returned a verdict. 


GRIFFIN'S STORY. 


Harry Griffin, the man who did the kill- 


ing, was seen in the oonnty jail this morn- 
ing by a REPUBLICAN reporter. He is a 
coal black negro, of medium height, large 
eyes and wears a moustache and goatee. 
He is abont thirty years of age. He says 
ne came to Decatur from Jerseyville, HI., 
two years ago, and has been a barber at 
Huston Singleton's shop, in the base- 
ment of the TJUrioh block. He knew 
George Robinson and bis wife, but told 
the reporter that he was not on apeaking 
terms with the woman. He had never 
had any trouble with Robinson. He con- 
tinued: "Sunday afternoon I went over 
in the fourth ward beyond the railroad, 
and called upon Miss Thomas, with whom 
I went to church in the evening. We 
went to the African M. B. church, on 


jemetery street I didn't know that 
lobinson was there; after church we 
tarted to come up towards town, and 
phen near M. P. Murphey's residence, on 
dain street, I was suddenly and without 
warning struck on the back of the head 
ud felled to the pavement. It was Rob- 
ueou who struck me; after knocking me 
down, Robinson jumped on me, but his 
wife who was with him, pulled him off, 
and then I got up. The people passed 
>n, and so did Robinson and his wife. 
Soon afterward I started up the street, 
passing over the old square, along on Mer- 
chant st , on my way to Singleton's shop; 
came to the gas lamp at Irwin & Priest's, 
where I saw Robinson and his wife. I 
said, "Who struck me ?" and Robinson 
answered, "I did," and a moment aftcr- 
pard I heard Mrs. Robinson say, "Uh, 
Jeorge, don't !" and then came the report 
of a pistol. Robinson fired at me first 
. pulled out my gun and fired at him: I 
ired twice; he fired once. 
That's all 


,here is of it." 


The reporter then questioned the pris- 


oner with reference to his alleged inti- 
macy with Robinson's wife. He said he 
lever had anything to do with her, and 
ihat if Robinson was jealous of him he 
couldn't Lelp it. Griffin seems to be quite 
nervous nnd chews a prodigious quantity 
ot tobacco. 


Both Robinson and Griffin had pistols 


of 32-oahbre bore. When the first shot 
was fired they were standing near Irwin's 
water fountain, Griffin was facing west, 
according to the story of Mrs. Robinson 
and Mr. Price, Three shots were fired, 
Griffin's pistol shows two empty ohain- 
)ers, and iu Robinson's pistol one bullet 
s missing. One of the three bullets 
caused the death ot Robinson, and Grif- 
in admits that he killed the deceased. A 
stray bullet was found this morning by 
3lifiriff Poster embedded in tbe upper 
lalf of the left hand window sash at M. 
B. Schroeder's cigar store, which is locat- 
ed about 30 feet east of the epot where 
;he shooting occurred. It is argued that 
Robinson fired that bullet. The bullet 
jroke the window pane. It was taken 
out and is in possession of the sheriff. 


NOTES. 


Harry Griffin is a member of the Odd 


Fellows order, and George Robinson was 
a member of the Ancient York Masonic 
order. 


Dr. Cass Ohenoweta was called to at- 


tend Robinson after be was shot. The 
man was dead when the surgeon arrived. 


We learn that Griffin will endeavor to 


prove that the shooting was done in self- 
defense. In the light of the present evi- 
dence it doesn't look that way. 


George Robinson, the deceased, was 


one of the most industrious colored men 
in Decatnr, and lived an exemplary life. 
He was never seen loafing abont the street 
coruern, but was always ut work. He was 
a member of the official board of the Af- 
rican M. E. church, in the prosperity of 
which society he took a lively interest. 
He was the owner; of a home place on 
North Water street, which he recently 
improved. Robinson was in the employ 
of Mr. W. J. Quinlan, nnd has worked for 
Mrs. A. A. Powers, Mr. E. D. Bartholo- 
mew and many ptber citizens, who al- 
ways found him industrious and honest. 


THE VERDICT OF THK JURY. 


Harry Griffin Held to Answer for tne 


Murder of George W. Robinson. 


From Tueedov's Daily. 


The jury holding the inquest on tbe 


body of George W. Robinson, shot anc 
killed Sunday night by Harry F. Griffin, 
did not finish hearing testimony and re- 
turn a verdict until 4 o'clock last evening. 
The verdict is a strong one and is as fol- 
lows: 


In the matter of the Inquest on tho body of 
George W. Koblneon, deceased, held at the city 
of Deeatur on the 29th day of October, A. D., 
1888, we, tho undersigned Jurors, sworn to in- 
quire of the death of Georgo W. Hobinson 
on oath, do flttd that ho came to hli 
death by a gunshot entering tho left breast ol 
deceased, snld wound being made by a plsto 
held and shot off by Harry F. Grlflin, the bill 
therefrom causing said wound on the evenfnK 
of October 28th, IBS). 


We further find that said shooting and kill 
Ing was unlawfully, maliciously and premcdi 
tatedly done by Biild Harry F. Grlllin and we 
recommend that be be held for the action of tbe 
grand jury, at the December term of tho eircuH 
court of Sftid county. 


JAMES HonLiKOTB, Foreman,

thrown wide open. The card was illus- 
trated, showing a victim dangling from 
the limb of a tree. The message didn't 
scare the sheriff a partiole,as he is always 
well prepared to protect prisoners en- 
trusted to bis care and maintain the dig- 
nity of the law. There was no mob feel- 
ing among the colored people yesterday 
or last night; but on the other hand, all 
interviewed by the reporter appeared to 
be well satisfied with the manner in 
which the investigation was handled, and 
expressed their approval of the verdict 
when it became known. As one recre- 
sentative colored citizen said: "It's all 
foolishness, this talk of mob violence by 
the darkeys. They are not talking that 
way. They think if pretty rough that so 
good a man as George Robinson should 
be murdered by a wild, reckless fellow 
like Griffin, but they feel that the law 
will mete out justice to tbe assassin." A 
number of the negroes have declared that 
Griffin ought to be hung.

The facts 
are these: Last March Richard Tur- 
ner, a negro, was sentenced for lar- 
ceny to pay a fine of $10, or aerva 
six months upon the public works of 
Fulton county. 
In such cases the 


law allows a convict to hire himself 
to anybody who will pay the fine. 
Turner accordingly hired himself to 
a man named T. J. Lowe, who paid 
the $10, but who soon became sick of 
his bargain and sold bis contract to 
B. G. Lockett & Co., lessees of state 
convicts. 
The negro now alleges 


false imprisonment, and has brought 
suit for damages of 15,000. 
The 


points involved are the legality of 
resentences under such private con- 
tracts, the right of transfer, and the 
right of lessees to put felon's stripes 
upon misdemeanor convicts.. It is to 
be hoped that the case will come to 
trial" and that the lawyers will suc- 
ceed to bring the whole convict labor 
system of Georgia into court.

LINCOLN'S MYSTERY. 


The Jury to Meet Again Friday—Nothing 


New Yet. Discovered. 


From Thurtdov'i Ba«]/. 


The whole ot yesterday was given up 


to hearing unimportant testimony at Lin' 
coin in the inquest on the body ot Zura 
Burns, the butchered girl. The burden 
of the evidence was to show that Carpen- 
ter, the accused, was in company with the 
girl at 'different times previous to the mur- 
der, but as yet there is no conclusive prool 
that he was seen in her company on the 
Saturday 
or Sunday 
preceding (he 


terrible butchery. The mystery seems to 
deepen. The jury adjourned last even- 
ing until Friday, when it is probable a 
verdict will be reached, but whether cr 
not the inquisitorial body will recommend 
that Mr. Carpenter be held to await the 
action of the grand jury is as yet a mat- 
ter of conjecture. He will have to stand 
trial, however, as he is now in custody on 
a state warrant, sworn out by Mr. Forrest, 
the state's attorney of Logan county. Mr. 
Carpenter, we learn, will endeavor to 
secure his acquittal by proving an alibi. 


To-day the search for the missing hat 


and satchel belonging to the dead girl 
was continued by the officials, but up to 
noon they had not been successful in 
finding the articles. 


TALK AT LINCOLN. 


The following expressions of local in- 


terest appeared in 'the Journal at Lin- 
cjln last evening: 


The narrow contracted minds of a few 


are bothered to think why this paper 
should not denounce Mr. O. A. Carpenter. 
From the start we have said what the 
law does, "he is innocent until proven 
guilty." Mr. Carpenter has been a man 
of standing; has heists of warm friends 
and always has 
shown the warmest 


friendship for us. If we were to say he 
was guilty, we would be doing that 
which a court would say was not true, 
and which will certainly be the case un- 
less more proof is obtained. Gentlemen, 
"wise men think before they speak, but 
fools after they have spoken." 


It is strange that the murderer of Zura 


Burns cannot be caught so that there will 
be no doubt. A heinous crime is so far 
unavenged and likely to be so unless a 
stronger assault is made on the remarka- 
ble mystery. As people pass through 
here and see our beautiful city, behold its 
sixteen or seventeen church spires point- 
ing heavenwards, are told of our colleges 
and schools, they inwardly think can this 
be so? Is it the place where so many 
brutal murders have gone unpunished? 
The other day a resident was in one of 
the large eatttern cities and when he called 
for tickets he was at once besieged to tell 
something about the crime and place. 
His trunk was marked and this also 
proved to be of much annoyance to him. 
The eye of Omniscience is looking down 
on the proceedings and certainly will not 
permit the guilty person to roam our 
streets with an easy conscience.

MM. OABFENTEB AT LINCOLN. 


Mrs. B. J. Carpenter, Deoatur's import- 


ant witness in the Carpenter case,*was al 
Lincoln yesterday. She was surrounded 
by newspaper correspondents. One oi 
them telegraphed the following to his 
caper: 


Wben interviewed by your correspond- 


ent Mrs. Carpenter stated that she was 
here on an important errand connected 
with the murder of Zura Burns, but thai 
she would not tell any person what she 
knows or what her business is here. In 
response to inquiries, she stated that since 
her return to Deoatur from this place, 
where she had given some testimony- 
damaging to Carpenter, she had been ap- 
proached by several different persons, 
who have tried to influence her to contra- 
dict her previous testimony. She said 
that one of the parties who did this was 
named Miller, but she does not know his 
first name or place of residence. Others 
made the same attempt, she says, repre- 
senting that they were acting in Carpen- 
ter's behalf. It was intimated to her that 
oa acceptance of these propositions she 
would be rewarded. She says she refused 
all the offers. She claims to know their 
names and refuses to tell them. In cor- 
roboration of the testimony in regard to 
Carpenter's visit in Peoria with Miss 
Burns on August 14 or 15, she says that 
Zura left her house in Deeatnr on August 
13 to go to Maron, which is on the Illi- 
nois Midland between Deoatur and Peo- 
rin, aud returned August 20; that when 
she left Zura remarked her lack of funds, 
and that she had 810 at least, perhaps 
more, on her return. Zura told her that 
she was in Peoria in August for three 
days, but gave no further particulars.

LETTER PEOM KANSAS. 


EUBEXA, KANSAS, Get. 26, '83. 


EDITORS BEHJBLICAS:—It is not an 


sasy matter to measure out to a frac- 
ion the amount of truth contained 
n a pqpnlar opinion, a political plat- 
form or a religious creed. It ia li^e- 
wise not an easy problem for per- 
aons not familiar with Kansas to de- 
iermine for a certainty whether this 
state is a good one for people to emi- 
grate to. There is much testimony 
)n this subject which is contradic- 
.ory. Some praise it; others point 
;o misfortunes in their personal ex- 
jerience and persistently proclaim 
Sansas unfit for anybody eicept the 
Buffalo and Indian. Decatur people 
lave heard a great deal of this con- 
licting testimony; railroad ' litera- 
.ure says Kansas is a second Garden 
of Eden.. The disappointed, dis- 
couraged, bankrupted Kansas suf- 
!erer wends his weary journey back 


Illinois and Indiana and tells ev- 


erybody he does not want "any more 
of Kansas in his." I have seen many 
>ersons in Illinois who really wished 
.hey could find out the truth about 
ibis state so as to settle the question 
or themselves of emigrating hither. 


I want to call attention to a few 


well-established 
facts * concerning 


Kansas, about which there is no con- 
lict of testimony. 
The railroad lit- 


erature and the emigrants who re- 
.urn oast dissatisfied with the coun- 
;ry agree perfectly on the points 'to 
36 mentioned. One of these facts is 
Kansas offers a measureless supply 
of grass. 
This grass makes mutton, 


>eef, wool, butter and cheese. 
The 


whole world is ready to buy this 
food. Looking out on these Kmitless 
matures, with little sign of fence or 
jabitation, one hunts about vainly 
n bis mind for some word that can 
pioluve to other minds the idea of 
,he vast extent and illimitable quan- 
:ity of Kansas grass. Nature has 
provided grass here on the same gen- 
erous scale as she has the leaves of 
;he forest, the sands of the desert 
avid the waters of the ocean. So 
cheaply are animals grown here, so 
cheaply are beef, mutton and dairy 
products made, it seems at first as 
hough political economists would 
nave to rewrite their teaching, that 
wealth must have labor somehow or 
somewhere as a producing cause. 
But, although very much of this 
*raas is free as air, some little dis- 
like is felt by the people in this part 
of the country for those fellows who 
try to start in the cattle business 
without giving their note or making 
a payment down. It is considered 
safer to buy; so though little labor is 
needed to care for grazing stock, 
that often grow a pound of beef per 
dead each day, it takes the result of 
some one's labor to start in the busi- 
ness, thus sustaining the theory that 
we cannot, after all, exactly get some- 
thing for nothing. 


Good bottom land can be pur- 


chased here for a good deal less than 
fifty dollars per acre, which is just 
as productive as the best Illinois 
prairie, and land too, that has all the 
improvements needed to make a com- 
fortable home. Eight alongside of 
this you can have ten thousand acres 
of pasture to use which does not cost 
one cent of rent. 
But if the owner 


of a bottom farm prefers to own his 
pasture land he can secure as much 
as he wants in this locality for from 
$3 to $5 per acre. 
The difference in 


the price of beef in Illinois and Kan- 
sas certainly does not furnish a good 
reason for the great difference of 
land values in the two states. 
It 


seems certain that the market value 
of Kansas land must rapidly appre- 
ciate. 


Another fact about Kansas which 


no one questions is that good surf ace 
drainage is found here. The born 
Illinoisan, who looks upon mud as a 
natural condition, as a necessary 
evil, who knows it to be provided on 
as generous a scale as grass is here, 
is more astonished when he(comes to 
Kansas at good roads after a rain 
than anything else. 
He cannot com 


prehend it at once, for it is as con- 
trary to his experience as it would 
be to see the sun rise out of the west, 
or find an officeholder wanting to re- 
skjn to make room for a better man. 
The fact, however, of good roads, all 
the year round in this country, will 
be called in question by no one. 


This perfect drainage and the alti-

The market for 
its wares is practically unlimited; De 
catur is the very best distributing 
point in Illinois; what other require- 
ments are necessary? A meeting of 
those interested will be called in a 
short time, and it is to be hoped that 
every encouragement will be given to 
the enterprise.

What Manufactures Do for a City 


The city of Bacine, "Wisconsin, ac- 


cording to the census of 1880, had 
at that time a population of 16,043, 
A careful enumeration of the inhab- 
itants recently made for school pur- 
poses, shows the population to be 
now 20,000, an increase in three 
years of just about 4,000, or 25 per 
cent. 
This rapid growth may be 


attributed solely to the manufactur- 
ing industries which have been built 
up there, and which in turn have 
built up the city from a town of five 
to six thousand inhabitants to its 
present dimensions, and will un- 
doubtedly continue to add to its 
growth at the rate of 25 per cent. 
every three years for years to corns. 
There is nothing in the location or 
the surroundings of the city to cause 
such growth. It is the county seat 
of a small county, on the lake shore 
only 20 miles from Milwaukee, and 
without the manufacturing indus- 
tries which the enterprise of her citi- 
zens has inaugurated and encour- 
aged, would cover have risen above 
a country town of five or six thous- 
and people. Bacine now boasts some 
of the most successful manufactur- 
ing establishments of their kind in 
the west, and these are constantly 
growing and new ones are being add- 
ed, thus keeping the city steadily 
growing in population and wealth, 
brought from all parts of the coun- 
try. And this is the course of eveiy 
town which pursues the same course 
of building up productive industries 
to furnish steady employment at re- 
munerative wages to large numbers 
of workmen.

Farewell to the Bacteria Scare. 


[New York Times.] 


It is all very well for scientific persons tc 


make discoveries; but when a series of dis- 
coveries have established a pleasing and sat- 
isfactory theory, what are we to think of the 
man who makes a new and final discovery 
wholly overthrowing and demolishing that 
theory! Such has been the conduct of Dr. 
Gregg, of Buffalo, and the general opinion of 
medical theorists is, that he ougbt to be 
ashamed of himself. 
V 


The theory that certain diseases aiV caused 


by thepret*nce of bacteria in the human sys- 
tem was, until Dr. Gregg made bis experi- 
ments, accepted by a great many learned 
men. 
The bacteria in question were alleged 


to be microscopic animals of various species, 
some of which produced consumption] when 
admitted to the human body, while others 
gave their attention to the production of 
malarial fevers and hydrophobia. They were 
found in the blood, the saliva, and even the 
tissues of victims of these diseases, and it was 
therefore evident that they were the cause of 
diseaso-^ust as it is evident that a bullet 
found in the brain of a murdered man was 
the cause of his death. 


But now comes Dr. Gregg with the painful 


assertion that bacteria are always present in 
the blood of everybody. No matter whether 
the individual is healthy or diseased, or 
whether the blood taken from him is exam- 
ined while it is fresh or after it has become 
decomposed, the microscope will always show 
that the blood conta'ns bacteria. This, of 
course, utterly upsets the theory that bnc- 
tena produce disease, and destroys the value 
of an enormous quantity of medical litera 
ture written in defense of that theory. 


This, however, is not all that Dr. Gregg 


has done. He >i»ashown that the so-called 
bacteria are not animals, but simply particles 
of fibrina After the laborious and appar- 
ently successful experiments which Fasteui 
and others have made in breeding and culti- 
vating bacteria, it is indeed unkind to dem- 
onstrate that bacteria are not alive and arc 
simply inert particles of matter. The ad- 
mirers of bacteria now find that they have 
teen as grossly deceived as are the Long Isl 
and hounds who pursue an alleged fox, only 
to find that it is a harmless anise-seed bag. 


"We shall now have to throw away aL 


theories founded on the idea that "bacteria 
are alive, and to frame new theories of the 
origin of disease. This will shake ouf faith 
in medical men, and to a certain extent in 
all theories. Dr. Gregg may think he ha? 
acted like a wise and good man, but-it is im 
possible* to regard him as otter than a med 
dksome and unnecessary iconoclast. 


The Hot Water Remedy. 


The London Lancet contains an 


exhaustive article on the "Thera- 
peutical Drinking of Hot Water; Its 
Origin and Its Use." 
The article is 


written by Dr. Ephraim Cutter, an 
eminent physician-of New York City, 
and contains some statements and 
suggestions which, to say the least, 
are certainly worthy of attention. 
Dr. Cutter says that the first use 
made of hot water as a medicine, or 
"health regulator," was made by Dr. 
James H. Salisbury, of New York, 
who by a series of experiments*on 
men and various 'animals, demon- 
strated its -efficacy. 
In his article 


Dr. Cutter gives directions for the 
proper use of hot water. In the first 
place, it must be hot, i. e., not less 
than 110 nor more than 150° 
Fah- 


renheit. This excites proper action 
of the digestive organs. 
Cold water 


depresses and lukewarm water causes 
vomiting. 
For diarrhea the hotter 


the water the better. 
For hemor- 


rhages it should be at blood heat. 
The quantity of hot water drunk va- 
ries from one-half pint to a pint and 
one-half, according to the condition 
of the patient and the disease treated. 
The hot water should be taken one or 
two hours before each meal, and half 
an hour before retiring. This gives 
the water time to operate before 
food enters the 
stomach or sleep 


comes. The water should be sipped 
slowly, and the swallowing of half a 
pint should take half an hour. 
It 


takijs six months to wash out the 
liver and intestines thoroughly. 
If 


the hot water seems "flat," flavor- 
ings, such as lemon, sage or ginger, 
may be added. 
The effects of drink- 


ing are noticed in the improved 
feelings of the patient 
The urine 


becomes clear as crystal, and perspi- 
ration is free. 
The digestion im- 


proves, thirst disappears, and there 
is no longer a craving for liquor. 
Taken as a whole, from Dr. Cutter's 
estimate, the hot water treatment is 
the most complete remedy yet dis- 
covered for all the evils flesh is 
heir to.
